A 28— year old graduate with 3'iia.jors in 
nistorjr and economics, he has taught .Aiuericaii .historjr and political scienc 
for four years here. Another (history) graduate, in Michigan this time, 
.has dela.jraa sending; his contribution because of .hi.e concern for a,ccuracjr, 
"i need more time to make sure of it", he sajrs . He is 27, and is stud.y- 
ing the ma.gazine coverage , of the assassination for the last decade. Ills 
lelxers indicate the depth of his research (even medical journals), and 
his sensitiA/it.y tov»ards the issue.

There is no 
hint, of course, of the mone.y— making? side of the venture- or- ■'whether their 
presenta.tions have been responsible, but the overall effect of the article 
(.and that's what really matters) is one of idealism and reason. Yot.i, 
incident!.-/, get an 'honorable mention', being included hig.h in their list 
of the responsible critics.

C'A/er-expcsed 
to the nonsense of -Joachim Joesten for too long-, in -m,y opinion, the3f 
have overcome ths,t obstacle and 8.ppea,r to be making; a contribution to 
the subject that is worthwiiile . 

In ray cowardice, I haven't hs.d the heart tc cancel all these articles. 
The requests for them were made before I wrote you asking for an article 
and, as 1 pondered "/our replies, time sU-ipped a-wapr. In a cense, t.herefore 
I ma;/ be obliged to go ahead. The other side of the eaua.tion — the one 
t.hat weighs so heavi.ly - is the spectres your’ have raised .fears of 
making- mistakes, of living, tc regret publicatio.u , and, wcrsi of all,
